Vaillaut'a Conviction Not Uulikely to 
Prove UiilicHit— Tlie Jurors, 
Threatened. 



(Copyright 18!)1, by tho United Pf033.) 
Paris, Jan. 3.: — Some time must elapse 
before the practical valtie of the Govern- 
ment's coup against tho Anarchists every- 
where iu France, on Sunday niglit, can 
bo acourntely judged. Already tho people 
begin to anspoot that it was more a "coup de 
thoatre"thana "<&bupdetonnere." Thepolico 
in their raids 'swept in tons of doouments, 
most of which could be bought by anybody 
at open sale, vvhilo among tho many siiapects 
arrested uot a dozen are likely to bo 
identified as anarehiala belonging to 
tho dynamite groups. Auother circum- 
Btanco which will probably weaken the 
prestige belouging to tho governmont'a 
action is that no important discovery 
of explosives hua been made. Tho Socialist 
papers sneer at tho coup and deny its 
ell'ecliveness. M. Yvea Guyot, in a letter 
Ijublished by the Sieolo, aecuaea the 
Socialists of opposing the m2a8urea 
taken for the protection of the Social- 
ists. The Government, he says, uses 
energetic measures to secure this protection, 
whereupon the Socialists combat them 
and cry but " We are persecntod under the 
regime as eupeots." M. Yves-Guyot adds, 
that tho Government desires to expedite the 
legal procesa against Vaillant, the Anar- 
chist, who throw the bomb in the 
Chamber of Deputies, while the Social- 
ists seek by every poaaiblo means 
to retard bis trial. While pleading for 
the criminal they hope to gain time and, in 
fact, declare that they aro gaining it. Vuil- 
lanl's counsel will to-morrow apply to tho 
Court of Cassation to delay tho trial ot tho 
bop.ib throwers until tho court-, grants a 
delay of a tew days if the advocate 
pleads want of time to prepare tho de- 
fence. Tho simplicity of tho case, however, 
alTords no pretext for longer postponement. 
Though the talesmen for tho jury have been 
carefully selected, it is doubtful if the jury 
gives a vordiot without adding to it that 
there were extenuating oircumatat:cea. 
Everyone of tho jurymen called haa received 
menacing letters, 



IN THE SENATE. 



Mr. Fry IntrodneeB Another Kesolntion :oii 
Hawaiian Uatters. 

Washington', Jan. 3.— In the Senate to- 
day nothing of any public interest took 
place except the offering of a resolution on 
tho Hawaiian quoation by Mr. Frye, mem- 
of the coinmitteo on Foreign Relations, 
which is now investigating that sub- 
ject, Tho resolution declares it to bo 
the sense of the Senate that pending 
such investigation the United States Gov- 
ernment should not interfere eillier by 
moral influence or by force in tho restora- 
tion of tho Queen or for the maintenance of 
tho Provisional Government, and that the 
naval forco at tho islands should 
bo used only for tho prottotion of 
tho lives and property of American citiz';DS. 
Tho resolution was laid on the table, to bo 
called up by Mr. Frye whenever he may de- 
sire to be heard upon it, his purpose being 
to have it referred to the committee on 
foreign relations. 



PACIFIC CABLE. 

The Duke of York luvllod to Initiate the Lay- 
ing of tho Wires. 

London, Jan. ,3. — Tho Australian invita- 
tion to the Duke and Duchess of York was 
received yesterday. It^ has been accorded 
conaiderablo public attention, the newspa- 
pers regarding it with unqualified apprecia- 
tion. Many friendly speoulatious aro dis- 
cusaed by the principal London dailies, and 
tho hope is expressed in some of the papers 
that if the invitation bo accepted it will bo 
celebrated by a ceremony which will nn- 
(|ueBtionabIy bo observed with tho utninat 
interest, not only in AuHtriilia, but also iu 
Canada and lOtiylaud. This event would bo 
the inauguration of tho laying of the pro- 
posed Pacific cable by Prince George. Now 
that tho initiation is under conslderutioD, 
this suggestion will probably be enthusias- 
tically presacd.

Raecki.o.va, Jan. 3.— The auarehists Fo- 
gaa, Codini, Ripoli, Cerezuela, Bernard, 
Salvato, Archs, Fontanels, Carbonello and 
Fruotos were at noon to-day handed over 
to a military judge by the magistrate who 
has been oonduoting the examination Into 
tho Lyoeunvtbeatre explosion. The. transfer 
of tho prisoners la due to a demand made by 
tho military authorities who' are oonduot- 
ing the iu(|uiry into the recent attempt in 
this city upon. the life of Qen. Martinez 
Campos on the ground that/the unarchiats 
above named .were acobmplioea of Pallas, 
the man who was shot for throwing a bomb 
at Gen. Campos. Tho anarchists, who, under 
a strong escort, were aecurely handed over 
to tho military authorities, were greatly 
surprised and alarmed when they learned 
that instead of being tried by tho civil 
courta they would have to stand trial by a 
court martial. Hitherto they have believed 
that a long term would be the worst punish- 
ment meted out to them, but now they fear, 
what is extremely probable, that they will 
be condemned to be shot.

SERIOUS ACCUSATION. 

Charge 'Against a Ship's Captain and His 
Significant BetorL 

New Yobk, Jan. 3.— The sailors on the 
bark Amy Turner, whioh airivedhereon 

Friday, accuao their captain of refusing to 
tnko on board tho crew of a Norwegian 
bark which was fast sinking in mid-oce&n. 
John Nelson, an able seaman, says : " We 
left here on January 30, 1893. On February 
2 we sighted a Norwegian bark flying sig- 
nals of distress. It was hav.y and a big 
sea was running. Captain Pendleton 
was notified and word waa passed 
to bring tho Amy Turner up in 
tho wind. The vessel, aa soon as she sight- 
ed us, bore oil before the wind and camo 
dpwn to us. Aa she neared us a boat was 
put off from the vessel. In it wab tho cap- 
tain of the Norwegian and her orew of 
eleven men. When in hailing distance tho 
Norwegian captain shouted : ' Captain, our 
vessel is sinking; will you take us on 
board T ' ' No,' answered Capt. Pendleton, 
' I have ISO days' passage before nie ' (the 
Amy Turner was bound for Honolalu) ' and 
I can't take you.' 'Our vessel will not 
keep afloat much longer,' protested the 
Norwegian captain. ' We have been pump- 
ing four days and cannot keep 
up any longer.' ' Keep oir,' shouted 
Capt. I'ondleton. ' I will not take 
yuu.' ' For (Jod'a sake died tho Norsvegian 
captain, ' Do not condemn ua to a terrible 
death. Take us on and leave ua at ]5cr- 
nuida or any of tho islands. You will be 
well paid.' Tho boat was near enough for 
uH to eee that tho men were in earneat unci 
speaking tho truth. Tears wero streaming 
down their faces, as they begged and tried 
to keep up with tho Turner. Tho men, 
when they realized that Capt. Pendleton 
would not take them, alternately prayed 
and cursed. I will never forget tho aiglit i\» 
long as I live. The Norwegians begged for 
sonio timo to be taken on board, but Capt. 
Pendleton still ahook his head. ' There ia a 
ship on our leo,' ho said, ' Go to her and got 
your pasaago.' Capt. Pendleton then gave 
orders to square away and the shrieking, 
praying, cursing Norwegian crow wore aoon 
left behind." 

Capt. Pendleton was seen this afternoon 
at tho Maritime Exchange. He seems very 
frank and outspoken, "It was a deliberate 
scheme to- abandon the bark to the under- 
writers;" he , said. "The vessel was not 
waterlogged 'and ithe wwu laden" with lum- 
ber and could not - sink. . The vessel was 
right in the track of ocean steamers, and I 
had a voyage of nearly a year before mo. 
My vesBol was just the one to pick out to 
further such a scheme. The bark was 
buoyant and in as good condition as mine 
when I left her."

— There is every evi- 
dence of trouble for the now Whitney syn- 
dicate, whioh secured control of the prin- 
cipal coal mines of Nova Scotia and Cape 
Breton. Emiaaarics from the discontented 
section of Nova Scotia havo been in Mon- 
treal testing the feeling here and endeavor- 
ing to work up an agitation against the syn- 
dleate. The idea ia, when Parliament 
meets, to bring iu a resolution Questioning 
the right of the Legislature of Nova Scotia 
to turn over the mines to the Whitney com- 
bination. The Montreal members have heea 
asked to support such a resolution, and the 
majority of members from Now Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia arc said to be pledged to it. 



CHINESE REGISTRATION. 

They Will Ho Conipelled to Obey the Provislous 
of tho JlcUoury Act as Amended. 

San Fkancisco, Jan. ;!.— Apparently tho 
Chinese are in no hurry to register. Only 
two certificates wero issued this morning. 
About a dozen Chinese appeared, howevert 
and said they desired to register; but were 
not prepared as they had not provided pho- 
togrophs. A feature of Iho bureau will bo 
tho photograph gallery, and Chines* can 
have their pictures taken while they wast. 
Collector Welborn is still firm in his belief 
that tlio Chinese will register. Ho consulted 
witli T. D. Riordan, attorney for tlio Six 
Companies, and waa informed that every 
effort would bo made to have the applicants 
call for their certificatea. Tho Chinese con- 
sul in this city, who has been absent in 
Washington, will return in about three 
days, and it is said will issue a proclamation 
calling on his people to present themselves 
at the bureau to secure certificates. Already 
circulars printed in the Chinese language 
have been posted in Chinatown, and there is 
no excuse for the Chinesel refusing to 
re|isler. 

Portund, Jan. 3.— Hereafter the pro- 
visions of the MoCreary Chinese Exclusion 
Act, as amended and approved November 3, 
1893, will be enforced at this port more 

strictly than has heretofore been the custom.

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MANCHESTER SHIP CANAL. 



Foriual Upeniugr of This Iiuportaut 
Waterway— Fonrteea Miles of 
a Procession. 



Ocean Vessel^ Steamboats and Bai'Sfes 
Pass Op and Enter the 
Books. 



Manoitesteb, Jan. 2.— The popular on- 
thusiaam over the opening of the Manohea- 
ter Ship Cuual on New Year's day snrprisod 
even the moat sanguine supportora of the 
work. The people were astir early and 
convorfjed in crowds towards the Sulford 
docks, thoso posBCBsing tickets taking re- 
served placoa between the Trallord dock mid 
Barlou bridge, a atresch of two miles. Tho 
bunting Uying everywhere, the couulant 
movement of the spectators, and tho hailing 
ot the steamers on wbioh the Manohester 
and ^alford offioiala embarked lor Latch- 
ford, mtfde a scene of the greatest anima- 
tion. 

The oarryiog out of the official pro- 
gramme began at 0:30 a.m., when the steam- 
er !Norseman, conveying the direotors and 
chief ofBoiala of the Canal, started for Man- 
cheater, amid cnthuaiastio cheerini;. The 
steamer Snowdrop, which had twice pre- 
viously navigated tho entire waterway, fol- 
lowed tho Nursoii.un, cirrying tho munici^iul 
couucillofa I'ud other olliciula of Manuheater. 
Koxl waa the aleanier GrOiit IJritain, eon- 
veyirg the Sallord nninicipul councillors 
and tlieir friends. Following thein ciime 
veaaols chartered reapeotivoly by the War- 
rington municipal councillora, tho Bridge- 
water Canal ollicials, tho Mancheater Art 
Club, tho Manohester Conservative (.'lub, 
tho Oldham Cotton IHuying Compiuiy. Then 
came tho Mancheater Law Society, Rylauds 
& Son'a and Peter Walker & Sona', tlio 
Steaniahip Coni[):uiy'a tender, carrying the 
families of municipal councillora of Man- 
cheater, followed by six plensiuo boata be- 
longing to the Liverpool Tug Compiiny and 
the Sliip Canal Company, \V hito Star ten- 
der, Magnetic, and a lung proceaaion of 
trading veaaels, cargo Ijoata and bikrgee, 
most of which were docked. Among the 
trading veBSela docked were tho Sophia 
Wilhelmina, with a cargo of deals, the 
Lamprey with a general cargo, tho Fairway 
with a saccharine cargo, and the Grace Gib- 
son with dye wood. Many other veaaola 
from various ports, were dockud before dark. 

Ab the proceaaion advanced the enthusiasm 
inoreased. Cheers, congratulations and 
wishes for the prosperity of the Canal were 
continually exchanged between the ships and 
the shore, The death of the projector of 
the Canal) Mr. Daniel AdamBon, was fre- 
quently lamented and general' regrets wore 
expressed that he had n^t lived to share the 
triumph. The enthusiasm was tremendoas 
at the Barton looks where Kogineer Will- 
iams' steel aquedacfe, carrying the Bridge- 
water Canal over the waterway, was greatly 
admired. When the procession reached tho 
Modewhoel looka the steamer. Snowdrop, 
took tho lead. Soon aftorward tho 
Salford docks, with nearly five miles of 
([uays, wore reached. The steamer Norse- 
man pasaed tho TrafTord wharf at 1 o'clock, 
and waa aufely berthed in a few minutea. 
Tho people aboard the various chartered 
steamers disembarked aubacquently andd 
congratulationa and cheera, Tho trading 
vessels wore berthed as speedily as possible 
and were at once boarded by tho Cuatome 
oflacera. The work of unloading was then 
begun, dockera from Liverpool, Gluagow, 
Newcastle and other ports having been 
already engaged. 

Tho route of tho proceaaion waa about 
fourteen miles long. Probably 70,000 per- 
sons visited some parts of tho canal during 
the day. There was no hitch whatever in 
carrying out tho day's programme. The 
facts that the crowda everywhere were 
amenable to police direction and that many 
barriers had been erected along the line oi 
the Canal prevented accidents. Engineer 
Rowbottom, of the Norseman, while at- 
tempting to board tho steamer in the 
Latohford look on the night of December 
30, missed his looting in a fog, fell into the 
water snd was drowned. 

The town of Manohester, forty miles 
from the seaboard, can be reaofaed by sea 
from New York about ton hours after ar- 
riving at Liverpool. Thia meana the sud- 
den creation of a great port in direct com- 
munication with all parts of tho world, 
oloae to and partly withiu tho conlinea of an 
immense conmicrcial city, and surrounded 
by an industrial population of ,'i,i2jO,UUO. 
The smaller docks and quays and upper 
reach will bo principally occupied by 
coasting vessels, while in the larger docks 
will be moored ships from the United 
States, Canada, India, etc. At tho other 
docks will be aooonimodationa for cattle. In 
fact, Manchester has at one stroke become 
one of the largest and moat important ports 
in the Uuilcd ICingdom. Tho work is the 
outcome of a eerioa of long investigations in 
Parliamentary commissions in the years 
1883, 1884 and 1885. The supporters of tho 
canal, who spent £150,000 in obtaining tho 
not, were manufacturers and niorchanta of 
Manchester, and the principal opponeuta 
were corporations in Liverpool. 

With the use of eloctrio lights stcamera 
will be able to navigate by night aa well aa 
by day, and the whole length of the canal 
will be traversed in about ten hours. Some 
notion of the capacity of tho oanal moy be 
drawn by comparing its depth with the Suez 
and Amsterdam canals. The minimum 
width of tho bottom of the Suez is 72 feet, 
and of that of Amsterdam 88 feec 7 inches, 
while tho Manohester is 120 feet. Tho 
niininium depth of the Manchester and Suez 
canal is '20 feet, and that of Amsterdam 2,'! 
feet. A statement signed by 1.S2 steamship 
owners, poEscsaing more than 1,000 ateanicra 
of an aggregate net; tonnagoof about 1 ,000,000 
tons or inoro than '_'.") cent, of tlie entire 
atenmship tonnage of tho United K.ingdom, 
declares that tho canal will bo navigable 
without dilliculty by merchant steamers of 
tho largest class, and that if tho charges of 
the canal are not higher than those of other 
ports, and they are actually leas than most, 
tho ship owners will at once make use of tho 
waterway as soon aa it ia open for tradic, 
and tho additional tliirty-live and a third 
miles to Mancheater from the sea will not 
increase tho rate of freiglit charged Liver- 
pool merchant steamora for long voyngea. 
It ia believed the (juantity of grain carried 
over the canal will be at least one-half that 
now handled at Liverpool. 

It is estimated that at least 105.000 
tons per annum of fruit and vegetables 
will at once be imported to Manchester by 
this route. Ten largo sugar merchanta 
have stated that not leas than 300,000 tons 
of sugar per year will pasa through the 
canal. With regard to raw ootton, firms 
in the district owning 18,000,000 spindles 
declare that nearly all the ootton theyuso 
will bo brought by the canal. Of outward 
cargo there will bo no lack, and textile 
manufacturera have testified a belief that 
ahnut .'iOO.OOO tons per year will be dis- 
patched by the now oanal. The financial 
success of the enormoua undertaking seems 
aaaured The promoters of the canol are 
confident of their ability to secure very 



large and remunerative traffic, and estimates 
of profit baaed upon the capital as originally 
proposed wero very favorable. The original 
capital of £8,000,000 hua grown to nearly 
double that sum, and anticipations are not 
now so sanguine as they formerly wore. 
That there are, however, enormoua proba- 
bilities of traffic can not be disputed.

Sa Gama FnblisIiGM a Manifesto Ke- 
pndlatiiJfiT tlie Slouarchist 
Jloveiueut. 



Admiral Mello Said to Have Been 
Badly Wounded by ^1 
Shell. 

London, Jan. 3. — A diapatoh from Buenoa 
Ay t ea aaya : " The inaurgenta in Rio Grande 
do Sul have captured Bage after a month's 
aiege. Admiral Mello's .fleeb. oootiouea to 
bombard Bio. Advices from Pernambuco 
are that the Government cruiser Niotheroy 
ia ready to proceed and will sail southward 
at once, accompanied by the insurgents ves' 
eels," A dispatch from Lisbon says ; " It 
ia reported that Admiral da Gama has 
landed troops at the .oiiBtom bouse in Bio." 

In reply to a question ,in the .House to 
' day, Mr. -Gladstone said -that-durin'g the 
.warlike opertltions the Bio Government had 
been in constant oommunioation with the 
'.'Brttish'Minister 'to Braisil and.'the'senior 
,- ^p£Bber 'of the British fleet at Bio. British 
ships were aooorded the same .protection uu 
the ships of other nations. The Brazilian 
XnsurKents were nob recognized as bolltgor- 
ents by Great Britain. The Government 
could not undertake to interfere with the 
quarrel now in progrcea in 15ruzil. 

A Pernambuco dispatch sayb the cruiser 
San Francisco, of the American navy, has 
been ordered to join the American equudron 
at Rio. She was to sail thither to-day, 

Rio Janbiko, Jan. .'i — Adiiiirul daGnnin, 
coniniander of the insurgent lltut in the har- 
bor, published yesterday u nmuifeato which 
was intended to counter.iot the effect of hia 
celebrated declaration of a month ago, in 
favor of the monaruhj'. Tliia declurotiou 
baa weakened the cause of the inaurgenta 
greatly in the last three or four \veek8, and 
baa uiionutod from Mello, and da Ganiu 
several otUcera, who, before its appear- 
ance, had been their trusted friends 
and allies. Among the people at largo 
its effects have been still more unfavorable 
to the insurgent cause. Consequently in hia 
nianifeato yesterday. Admiral da Gama aa 
sorted that bia former declaration was not a 
monarchist document. Thia declaration, as 
well as other papers attributed to him, ho 
said in tho manifesto of yesterday, had been 
altered and printed in falsified copies. He 
had not deolored for tho monarchy, but had 
V intended merely lo ask tho people of Brazil 
what form of Republican government they 
wanted. Other interpretationa of his de- 
clarations had not been made in good faith. 
Thia manifesto has fallen flat. Friends of 
the Republic regard it na a passing manmu- 
vre to win support te tho Insurgents' cause. 
While not gaining for the insurgents any 
hew Republican friende, the manifesto has 
disguatedmany^jQf supporters, as 
''the 'tnoaarcUist's are thoroughly disgusted 
with da Gama'a back down. All is quiet 
and orderly here at present. There is no 
ahooting in prbgreaa. 

Hew York, Jan. 2.— The Serald'a Mon- 
tevideo cabte says ; It ia reported in the 
city that the Brazilian rebel admiral Mello 
has been seriously wounded and will soon 
come here to have his injuries attended to. 
It is surmised that a fragment of a shell 
muat have atruck him when the Aquidaban 
waa eacaping from tho harbor of Rio and 
bad to run tho gmntlet of the loyal forta 
at the entrance. The latest newa re- 
ceived of the Rio Grande do Sul campaign 
ia that General Hippolyto, with a column of 
l.UOO loyal men, ia now encamped within 
one league of Santa Ana, and that when he 
has joined forces with tho garrison there 
they will toeether number 2,500 men, hav- 
ing, beaidea other arms, ten pieces of field 
artillery. Mello's provisional government 
in Desterro Saiitn Catharina has published 
a manifesto, saying that Mello and da Gama 
are fully in accord as to tho ends to bo 
aimed at, and that both intend to maintain 
the conatitutiou and tho republic. 

Captain Anderson, of thesteamship Portu- 
guese Prince, from Brazilian ports, which 
arrived to-day, suya : " Ten days betoro the 
Portuguese Prince left Pernambuco, twelve 
nival cadeta were shot by Peixoto'a soldiers. 
The cadets were on board tho guardship 
Parahyba, stationed in the harbor. They 
were accused of conspiring against the 
Government, and it waa charged that they 
intended turning the guardahip over to 
Admiral Mello. They were arrested in 
the evening, and at sunrise next morn- 
ing were taken out on the plaZ'i and shot 
to death. A 'number Of pcoplu gathered 
to sea the execution. The young men 
• were led to tho place of dealh by u body 
of soldiers. The druma rolled mourn- 
fnlly, the men were arranged in lino ami 
handkerchiefs placed over their eyes. At 
the first fire seven felt dead, pierced by 
many bullets. The othern were only 
wounded. One wounded man tried lo i-a- 
ojpo and had aturted to i tm when half a 
dozen riil-; balls knocked liim down. The 
Tiihi of i-iio condemned nien were also shot. 
Tiiis execution deeply ufi'.'cled the populace 
and filled the people wi'h great fear of the 
Government. Martial Imv waa decliirid 
about two weeks preivou^i to tho shooting of 
the twelve young men. living in the hiirbor 
were two cruising briija and thn torpciio 
ohasor Aurora imported from England, to 
help keep the people loyal to the (iovern- 
nient.'' 

Gapt. riahcr of tho steamer Strabo, from 
Santos, lira/.il, reporta little exciremuiit 
there. Fisher heard of no -jollision between 
soldiers and civilians in .Santop; there were 
no warships in tlie harbor. At Vittoria and 
Bahia everything was quiet. On December 
29 the Straho paased the cruiser New York 
bound for Sinta Lucia, W. 1. Gapt. Fiahor 
ia indignant because tho cruiser utterly 
ignored his signals and salute. 

Capt. Richards from Brazil reports that 
the national guardsmen and regulars in 
President Peixoto'a army ha^o become in- 
volved in a broil near one of the forts, grow- 
ing out of the reports of treachery tboro. 
A pitched battle ensued and 90 are said to 
have been killed. 



KErOKTED STRIKE. 

Kumiir That (he Jleii lit llliick Oliimoud liiid 
Gone Out on the Wage (,)uostl(,n. 

Sk.vttMi, Jan. 2. — A report waa current 
on tho atreota to-day that the minora at 
Black Diamond had gone on strike on ac- 
count of a reduction from §3 to 
S2 50 a day iu tho wages of the 
ndiiera working in shaft No. M. At tlio 
oliico of tho company in this city nothing 
could bo learned. Agent N. H. Martin 
wan seen by a rup'irter and said: " 1 do not 
know anything about tho strike. Wo needed 
some coal thia morning, and I wired for 
four cars to bo sent down aa aoou 
as possible. In roapnnao I received tho fol- 
lowing t.-:legrani from Soperintendenb Mor- 
gana : ' No work to-day, and thit is all I 
know about it."

THE PEEillER AT NANAIMO. 

■\Vlia Land TiiK-Tho rreemiitlon Question- 
Public liulldlnga 111 Vlctorlii-Naualnio 
JIatters-ltallwayB. 

Tho following connnunication appears in 
the Nanaimu Teli'gram ot yesterday; — 

Sill :— 1 ^vaa niucli pleased with yuui; re- 
port of my remarks in chief upon tho occa- 
sion of the recent public meeting at 
Nauaimo, but tho report of my reply is not 
60 excellent. I ask leave to make a tow cor- 
rections, and to add some ('xplanationa, 
which are not given, 

I said that the policy of tho Government, 
since Mr. Smitho took oflioo in 1SS3, waa to 
tax unimproved, and unproductive lands, as 
an oxamplo of which, I instanced tracla of 
country land adjacent to Victoria, which 
although not coming under tho denomina- 
tion of wild lands were unoccupied and uu- 
prodaotive,^ and which before the advent of 
the Smithe Government wore taxed upon a 
value oif $50 per ocro only, and are now 
taxed at a value as high as $760. " I itlso in- 
stanced the fact that the Government had 
increased tj.he wild land tax from 5 cents to 
7^ ' cents per acre. I said that whether an 
ad valorem tax, or a direct tax, of ao much 
per acre, was a mere matter of detail ; but 
that tho Gorernmont waa reaponaiblo for 
initiating tho principle of high taxation upon 
thia class of land before ever tho Indepond- 
cnta (so calling themselves) w«re heard of ; 
that they had advocated a change, which 
the Government had adopted, from tho 
diro-t tax of 7^ cents per acre upon wild 
land to an ad fal'ircm tax— but that I 
doubted whether tho now plan produced 
more revenue than tho old. 

I corrected Mr, Forater'a statement that 
"the Chief Commisaionerof Landsand Worka 
had ch*nged tho Land Act by making tho 
period ot a prc-eniptor'a residence ten 
nmnths instead of six months, and that a 
man could not possibly live on a ranch ten 
months iu the year and make his living on 
it." I had not the Land Act with me at the 
time, and my correction was not as full aa 
it might have been. So far from what Mr. 
Forster stated us being tho case, it was the 
old law which required a ten months' resi- 
dence, unless with leave of tho Commis- 
sioner, and even with such leave the settlor 
could be absent only four months in any 
one year. It ia true th»t the Government 
changed thia state of tho law, but it was a 
change decidedly in the interest of the 
homestead settlor, for it extended tho per- 
iod of leave which the commissioner (Mr. 
Bray, for instance), not tho chief commia- 
aioner, might grant from four to six months, 
and moreover provided that in oases of ill- 
ness or of immigrant settlers returning to 
their former homes to bring their families 
to their homoatoada, the Chief Connnia- 
aioner of Landa and Works might grant a 
still further extension of time. So you will 
see that the faot'iii the very oppoaito of 
what Mr. Foster stated. , 

Regarding the public buildinga at Vic- 
toria, what I said was that they wero 
situate right at the gateway of the Pro- 
vince, and would -furnish an index to the 
stability and prosperity ' of the ' Province ; 
that to erect mere cheap and common place 
buildings, as advocated by Mr. Forster, 
would be to give a poverty stricken appear- 
ance to tho whole Province. Mr. Keith in- 
sinuated at the meeting that tho members 
of the Government had erected a §75,000 
bridge at New Westminater to benefit the 
priraie property of Mr. Punch, M.P.P,, a 
§40,000 court house at Vancouver for tho 
dvantage of Mr, Horne'a, M.P. P., private 
property in tho neighborhood, and had 
erected tho Parliament buildings at Victoria 
lo benefit their own property, Mr. Keith 
also went on to aay that ho supposed that 
the Government thought tho Nauaimo mem- 
bers were honest, and could not be bribed. 
What I said in reference to this wholesale 
statement waa that I had always taken 
Mr. Keith and Mr. Forster for honest 
men, and atill believed them to bo ao, but 
that men who paraded their own honor, and 
caat alime upon the churactera of others, 
wero alwaya open to auapicion. 1 showed 
that so far from Nanaimo being made u 
mere suburb of Victoria, as stated by Mr. 
Keith, in Supreme court mutters, that such 
had been the policy of the Government of 
the Opposition, who ot the time the Smithe 
Government took power had panafid an act 
abolishing the office of Count court judge at 
Nanaimo, and ri cjuiring all the work, both 
Supreme and Couuiy court, to he done by u 
judge from Victoria. I ahowed tiiul the 
present party had restored to Nanaimo her 
County court judge, had passed an act by 
which the County court judge could be in- 
vested with power to dispatch Supreme 
court work, and were now preparing i\ 
ininute-in.council, under which Nanaimo 
will be made a sep.irate judicial district, 
and Supremo courc work done there inde- 
pendently of Victoria. 

I did not say that since the Kfiiuimalt h 
Nanaimo railway charier not a .siriglu rail- 
way grant had been given with a perpetual 
freedom (rom taxation. I did not aay that 
there was perpetual freedom from taxa- 
tion even from these landa. The lands arc 
exempt from tiixation until sold, leaaed, 
alienated, or used otherwise than for rail- 
way purposes, I said that u similar im- 
munity trom taxation would not be given 
now-a-days; that is, of course, for a similar 
line, connecting as it does two cities, by 
less than SO miles of road. Nor indeed for 
any local lino. iVith these, freedom from 
taxation should be for a limiled time only. 
Take for instance tho land grant to the 
Cauiidian Pacific railway for the Colum- 
bia & Kootenay road, to the Nelson Fort 
Slicppard road, and others which might 1)3 
named; tho immunity from taxation is for 
five years only. Tho case of tho (Janada 
Western is (aa I explained) a different case. 
Thia ia to be a tranBcontinent<iI railway, 
and there would be no hope of ad- 
vancing such a gigantic project, involv- 
ing the expendiluro of millions, if you 
told tho people you were inviting to put 
thoir money into it, that you were, after a 
few years, going to tax them upon millions 
of acres of land wbioK"^was not returning 
chemadoUarof revenue. I iostauced the 
case of the Ganadiah Pacific transcontinental 
lino where lands were granted free of tax- 
ation, in much the same way as were the 
l'>quimalt and Nanaimo Biilway landn, and 
the same us the Canada Western. I ahowed 
that whatever other complaints are made 
agttinat tho Canadian Pacific Railway, «e 
never heard them blamed for lockiiii; up 
their lands. With tho Canada WLSiern the 
grant ia to be made them in alternate t-ec- 
tiou.i, the (lovcrnment having a section 
ulongiiide every section of theirs. Aa with 
tho Canadian I'aoific so with the Canada 
Western, their escape from a bonded debt 
which must tiwainp them must largely de- 
ponii upon the facility with which they can 
turn their lands into money, and for this 
purpose their only hope is by instituting u 
liberal land policy, at least as liberal aa that 
of the -GoverDmeut which owns the adjoin- 
ing lauds. Theodobk Davib.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 

There is no man more deserving of sym- 
pathy and no ono moro worth making aacri- 
fices to aaaiat than tlie honeat, imluatrious 
man who is out of work. If ho has a wife and 
family his condition ia truly deplorable. 
There is no aufifering more poignant than 
that of the man who sees those he loves and 
has to care for sufifeHng fos the want of the 
necessaries of life. It seems to ua that such 
a man, if hia heart ia at all tender and his 
affections warm, haa as much to bear as 
human nature can eudnre. We can 
imagine no trouble greater than his. It is 
sad and disheartening to know that there ate 
to-day hundreds of thousands on both sides 
of the Atlantic in thia pitiable condition, 
and that, too, by no fault of their own. 

There waa a time and that not very long 
ago, when if ono in the United States or Can- 
ada hoard a tale of distress of the bread- 
winner out of worlc and the wife and 
children in rags and hungry, he immedi- 
ately concluded that there muat be some- 
thing wrong about the man who waa reduced 
to such abject poverty. He muat have been 
intemperate, or diahonest or lazy, and the 
wife most have been hia partner in vice as 
well as in distress. And generally inquiry 
showed that the man had only himself to 
blame for his own suffering and the suffer- 
ings of his wife and children. 15ut it ia very 
different now. Uoth countriea are richer 
to-day than they were then, but poverty and 
want and distress have alao inoreaacd. 
There are so many now in the cities of 
America who are dependent on the week's 
wages for the week's subsistence that any 
criaia in tho commercial world tliat dimin- 
iahea the domund for conimoditiea, deprivea 
thousands of tho opportunity of earning the 
week's wages. As tho wac;es when times 
were good and work plently were 
in too many oases barely sufHcient to 
supply the week's preaaing ncccasities, 
when the hard times camo there was no 
fund to fall buck upon. The little stock of 
saleable tilings waa soon exhausted, and 
then want stared the unhappy worker in the 
face. Let him do what he may, there was 
no work to be had. There were too many 
hands in other employments for tho work 
there was to do, and all that he could do 
waa to wait until tiinea mended and tlie 
workahopa or the fuotorica opened their 
doors again. But to wait wua ju.st what ho 
could not do. Tho wants of liis family, 
simple as they were, were imperioua. Tlie 
wife and children must be fed and clothed 
and shelter must be provided for them. 
The man had been deprived of work and 
wages by circumstuncea over whicli ho had 
no control, and no exertion that he could 
make would give him the employment he 
needed. Ho could not blame himself for 
his misfortunes. He bad lived soberly and 
worked hard as long as work was to be had. 
Ho had nothing to reproach himself with. 

Hia caao, we griovo to say, ia not a soli- 
tary ono. Wo have tho authority of Brad- 
street's for saying that there are in the 
United States alone at thia present moment 
more than eight hundred thousand wage- 
earners out of work. The number dependent 
on these wogo-earnera is calculated to be very 
nearly two millions. It ia very aignificant 
that thia multitude of tho unemployed ore 
in tho oitioa. The figures are given for 119 
citiea. Hero ia tho aummariaod atatement :

no distress in the rural districts. These 
figures teach a loaaon of tho greatest value, 
if only tho people would tako it to heart. 
Let them keep out of the citiea. The oorth 
is a kind mother though she ia not every- 
where lavish of her gifts. While the great 
bulk of the people of tho United States were 
cultivators of tho ground or engaged in 
occupations immediately connected with 
agriculture, there was no wont in tho laud. 
The man who was able and willing to work 
had employment all the year round, and the 
wauls of himself and those dependent on 
him were always plentifully supplied. There 
wero no millionaires in those days it is true, 
and there wero but few compara- 
tively who wero moderately rich, 
but no one went hungry. Tliere 
were then no slums and no squalor, and 
such poverty as there was' was the result of 
vice or idleness or sioknesa. 

If tho people went baok to the old way of 
living tliuro would ogain ba plenty in the 
land and sulTering would bo very greatly 
diminished. Tlioro is land enough for all. 
In the old days of abundance and content, 
tho area of cultivated land per capita was 
comparatively small. Wo believe that 
thirty acres to a family, say, of five, would 
be a high estimate. There waa very little 
eoiontilic cultivation in thoao days, but 
enough waa raisoJ to support tho family 
with a little to spare for what the farm 
would not produce. There ia land enough 
on this continent to support an immense 
population in comfort if it were only fairly 
well cultivated. Would it not bo better for 
the great bulk of the population to depend 
upon >iaturo for tho means of subaiatoneo 
than upon an artifiolal system which is not 
conducive to the health, physical, moral or 
intellectual, of the workers, and which 
periodically breaks down and leaves them 
in a most pitiable condition ? Many cures 
are preacribcd by many phybieiaiia for tho 
ills that allliot society, but most of them are 
impracticable, and others, if applied, would 
leave it in a worse condition than it is at 
present. Have not most of those ills their 
origin in tho departure of a largo proportion 
of tho people from primitive and natura 
modes of life, and would they not disappear 
if a greater number of men and women ob- 
tained their subsistence direotly from tho 
Boil 7

WILLING WORKERS. 

There are a good many religions people 
who do not like the style and the methods of 
the Salvation Army. They are too noi&y, 
too fond of parade, and not refined enough 
to pleaao them. Wo are not surpriaed that 
tho Salvation lads and lasses are not appre- 
ciated by these respectable lovers of quiet 
and order. But it is not to help these pious 
people that the Army was established. Its 
soldiers are trying to do good to people who are 
not fastidious, who like exeitemcut, and who 
are attracted by noise and ahow. The Sal- 
vation soldiers stoop to conquer. Tho ques- 
tion for all oonsoleatioua persons, whether 
they like them or not, is, do they conquer ? 
Are they the means of helping those who 
are aoroly in need of help ''. Do they auceor 
tho distressed ? Do they reclaim the 
erring ? Do they raise the fallen t If they 
do, we cannot see how anyone who wishes 
well to his fellow men, whether he is ortho- 
dox or heterodox, Chrbtian or non-Chris- 
tian, can reconcile it to his oonsoienco to ea^ 
one word against them. That the Salvation 
Army is doing good work in many countries 
lb is folly at this time of day to deny. Tes- 
timony in their favor comes from all sorts 
and conditions of men. Just now they are 
very effectively helping the distressed in 
San Francisco. This ia what the Argonaut 
says about their work : 

For many weeks, in San Francisco, tho 
Salvation Army has been engaged in pro- 
viding for tho destitute and tho homtloos. 
They do it intelligently. They do not scat- 
ter alms with a careless hand. They make 
it their business to find out that tho 
applicants are deserving. They weed out 
the inipoBtorc. When possible tliey exact 
a small fee. Ihey furuiali employment, so 
that the applicants may earn the fee. They 
have ').ien lodging and feeding liundreda of 
hungry and homeleaa men and women in 
this city during the past two months. On 
Christmas Day, at their Lifeboat Station, 
they gave a eood, abundant, wholenomc 
(jhristmns dinner to some three thousuml 
hungry men, women and children. On the 
same day, at another of their atationa, they 
give out clothing, food and toys to the 
poor. All day long, from morning till 
night, a crowd, principally consisting of 
sad-faced women and shabby, eager children, 
waited at the doors, entering in order and 
departing with brighter faces, bearing their 
gifts. • 

Whoistofindfault with tho men and women 
who aro doing this noble work, or to sneer 
at them because their way of doing it does not 
accord with thoir ideas of good taste or pro- 
priety? The hungry ore fed, the naked uro 
clothed and the hearts of the sorrowful are 
cheered. Would it be right to carp at tho 
way in which these results are achieved ? 
Are not those who are doing this good work, 
no matter how, to bo respcotcd and assisted ? 



appears to us, is as good in the one case as 
in the others, and no better. 

It may be said tliat the question of san- 
ity is ono to be decided by profoaaional 
men, and that ordinary laymen are not 
competent to form an intelligent opinion in 
tho matter. This sounds plausible. But 
medical men arc known not to bo infallible 
in such cusea. They have made many mis- 
takcs in this matter — have declared men to 
be sano who are insane, and have pro- 
nounced men to be insane whose minds 
were not at all disordered. Insanity is not 
like tho measles or tho smallpox, to be 
known by symptoms that are easily aeen 
and that do not vary to any great extent. 
It seems to ua that in tho course of u long 
trial, twelve men of ordinary common sense, 
having the evidence of experts to help them, 
are as good judges of a man's sanity as any 
twelve men that could bo found. Tho ver- 
dict in I'rendergaat'a caao is, no doubt, a 
fair ono, and it is to be hoped that it will bo 
speedily carried out. 

AN ESTIMATE OF MR. BLAKE.

Tho tirst meeting of tho municipal cam- 
paign of 189-1 was held lust evening iu the 
City HaIIj which was well crowded with the 
electors, only standing room being available 
in the portion allotted to the general public. 
The meeting waa a very quiet and orderly 
one, except during tho jueationing of Aid. 
Bragg. 

At Mayor Boavon's suggcstiou, and with 
the expressed approval of the meetlDg, the 
chair was taken by Alex, Wilson, who 

briefly explained the object of tho mooting. 
Ho commended the Mayor for having dono 
everything he had to do in a straightforward 
manner, and exproaaod tho opinion that the 
meeting would before adjournment pro- 
nounce him tho right man in the right 
place. 

Mayor ISeaven opened by thanking 
tho chairmmi for hia tiattoring re- 
marks, and with reapuct to the 
satisfactory condition of civic affairs 
reminded tho meeting that the aldermen as 
well aa the Mayor were entitled to credit. 
Ho thought such gatherings as this were 
the proper occasions to explain the city's 
afl'airs to tho filectnra and to ask them for 
their support, rather than to button-hol 
them in private. It was a common ])racticu 
in thia city to miurepresent municii 
alTaira, and thia had occurred in connection 
with tho board of health, consisting of the 
members of tliu Council. liy the act of last 
seaaion the government of tho day ia ompow 
ered to stop in and take uny measures 
for the protection of the puolio health 
which might bo thought necessary and were 
not performed by tho Council. Uno anony- 
mous writer in the press put forward the 
asBortion that wlicreaa tho people had laat 
year refuaed to paaa a §100,(100 by-law for 
public hoalth purpoaea, the Council luul, at 
tlic Mriyor'a inatigation, curried out the 
same project, out of tho general fund. Thia 
waa altogether erroneous. Tho proposition 
of last year was to establish a general 
hospital, aud tho purchase of the 
Koyal Jubilee hoapital was suggested— 
and this was rejected, but it was quite an 
other thing which hud been dono during the 
p.ist year. He read from tho newspaper re 
porta of tho oimpaign mooting iu tho City 
Hall on tho .'led of January laat, showing 
that bu then plainly declarod hia intention 
of having an iaoUlion hospital erected dur- 
ing ISO,'!, (Applause.) Reviewing the facta 
in thia connection, ho recalled that when 
tho amallpox broke out in 1892 the council 
wero (juite powerloos for want 
(V aite on which to erect a hoapital 
or pest house. Tho council of 1893 
therefore resolved to purchase tho necessary 
land, adjoining the Jubilee hospital pro- 
perty, nnd having made tho purchai 
erected buildings at tho moderate cost of 
about $20,000. About 000 had beun paid 
in salaries in connection with tho board of 
hoalth ; $8,400 was expended in a g,irbage 
contract ; SUOO upon the Darcoy Island 
lepers ; S8u0 for a sanitary oflioQ ; $9, .'WO for 
the ground purchased for the isolation 
hospital, and between $5,000 and ?6,000 for 
other purposes in connection with the 
board of health, in all about $17,- 
000 during tho year. In consequence 
of tho precautions taken, the city had been 
saved from another outbreak in the early 
purs of 1893, when without any alarm hav- 
ing been oroatod there were actually nine 
cases more than during the panio of 1802. 
That the disease had not spread was largely 
due to the great exertions of the health of 
ficer. Ue referred particularly to tho case 
of the Chinaman landed here with smallpox, 
and found in Saanich, whero ho had been 
taken from n building whero there wero 25 
other Cliinanion, nearly all of whom worked 
in private reaidcncoa during the day and 
slept there at night. H.ivuig facilitiea for 
keeping them all iheao Chinamen wero fol- 
lowed up and placed in qiurantiue. {.Vp- 
plause ) 

With respect to the taxation he thought 
it wan a satisfactory state of affaire that in 
Victoria tho general and special rato com- 
bini d did not equal the general rate in uny 
of the other citiei of the province. In Vic- 
toria with a population of about 25,000 the 
aasesaeil viluo of land and improvements, 
taking tho latter at half their actual value, 
is S18, 500,000, upon which tho general rate 
ia l.'l mills on the dollar on tho land and 12 
mills on improvements, There has been this 
year a apecial rate also of <0 mills for board 
of hoalth purpoeos. These rates were all 
subject to a rebate of one-sixth if paid 
within a speoifled time. In Vancouver 
with a population of obout 18,000 where 
tho improvements were assosaod at 75 per 
cent., the total roll is $18,.'i50,000, upon 
which tho general rate is 20 mills, with a 
rebate of 20 per cent, if paid within ;)0 
dayo. There had also been a apecial rato 
there thia year amounting to $100,000 
for liLrcet impruvemonta. In Now West- 
minster the population is about 7,000 
and (ho ansessiiient amouuta to 
I?,'), 000,000, tho rate on which is 
20 mills. Contraatirg thoao with the total 
of 15 SO mills, to which the Victoria rate— 
general and special— amounted after tho re- 
bite, which 87 lior cent, of tho ta.ipayers 
tuke, the reoult waa very satisfactory. He 
had heard it stated and (|uite believed that 
the aBseasinout in parts of thia city is loo 
high, and hu would be glad to aee the court 
of revision make a reduction in 1801, as it 
had dono to tho extent of §000,000 in IHO.'i, 
and $:!00,000 in 1892. (Applause.) He 
contrasted tho debenture debt of Victoria, 
and tho water .works rovonuo and expendi- 
ture horo, with those in tho other cities, 
showing an advantage on tho part of this 
one. He explained tho failure of the eleo 
trie lamps to shine for some time past, 
by stating that there were changes 
in progreaa at the lighting station which ne- 
ceasitated the placing of new lamps, and 
th 080 lamps, though expected dailv, hiid 
failed to arrive. When thoy did eomo tho 
result would bo an addition of thirty or 
forty to the lampa in operation. (Applause.) 
With rcepeot to the ohargo that tho special 
levy for health purposes was greater than 
neceaaary, he showed that tho amount still 
in hand would bo required for tho removal 
of the suspect station from the cemetery 
grounds and providing a now station, and 
also for tho purohaso of a disinfecting ap- 
paratus, so that property might 
bo purified with ua little loaa 
aa poaaiblo. (Applause.) There had 
beon tho chargo made that he waa in- 
competent to bo mayor, because of tho ap- 
pearance of tho atroots (applause), but ho 
pointed out that whoreaa in Vancouver and 
many other places there were alleya botwoon 
tho blocks, in which sower, water, gas and 
other pipes could bo laid, there wero no 
ouch ulloya horo, and it would be folly to 
attempt paving in Victoria when the 
atroota had to bo out up for these purpoaea. 
Ho hoped that during the ooming summer

tho buainess j)ortion of tho city would be 
aowered, and then it would bo possiblo und 
adviaablo to put down paving, if the people 
would put the money rcnuired in the lianda 
of the Council. Aa to the water supply, ho 
would not say much in view of the 
interesting report recently given by tho 
engineer and published in tho press ; but 
he wished to state that a great deal hud 
been dono during tho year to increase tho 
pressure. Tho Oak Bay dititiict nnd the 
high land between it and the city nro now 
supplied by gravitation in oonaaiucuoe of 
thia work, and only tho highest levela havo 
to be served with tho pump, which is now 
HO lightly taxed us to bo scarcely moving. 
Thia had beon done out oi the ordinary 
revenue, The finances of the city he de- 
clared to be in a most satisfactory condition, 
the city owing not a dollar outside of its 
debentures— one thing whlohjall concerned 
might well ccmgratulate themselves upon. 
This gavegreatstrengthto the position of tho 
city, enablbg itto obtain money on the moat 
favorable terms. In|1893,an exceptional year 
because of the financial panics, tho surface 
drain debentures were sold ao aa to net U'J, 
whereas two years ago tho city debenlnrea 
could not bo aold at 85, and tho only Ihiug 
to be dono waa to burrov/ money un iliein at, 
8 per cent. The credit of the city ranked 
next to the Province, which waa said lu bo 
third iu tho world. (Applause.) 

Mr. John Tenguo being called on, jiro- 
faoed hia remarks by the observation that 
ho was not a apeaker, but rather what ia 
known aa a worker. Taking up tho subject 
of Gnance, ho eriticised tho Cpunoil for doing 
tho hulk of tho work ou the streets in the 
full instead of in tho summer when it can 
bo dono much more cheaply, Aa to 
tho streets ho aaked who ever saw 
them laid as they are here, whero 
ouo week a lot of men are en- 
gaged to put on gravel and stone, 
and another week they are put on to scrape 
it off again. (Laughter.) Tho levela were 
put on by rule of thumb, there being appar- 
ently no system about the matter. Tho 
sowers put down were, ho oontendod, a 
great success, though put down with the 
disadvantage of having no (luah tanks, 
Though there wero about 1,000 houaes con 
nected there had not been a single stoppage, 
(Applause.) If tho separate system were 
carried on to completion, the work being 
spread over four or five years, he cousid 
ered th,\t this would be the proper thing 
The surface drains he considered a pure 
waste of money and altogether unneccaaary. 
(Applause.) Aa to tl:e water worka, ho hud 
found on a visit paid during the summer 
enough water flowing over the dam to sup- 
ply the whole ciiy. There had bcc-n no at- 
tempt to do anything aa it ought to bo dono 
at tho lake, but if the place were properly 
lixod up, with filter beds put iu, the watro 
would bo good enough for twenty years. 
(Appluiiao ) Tho James h.\y mud liats 
should be attended to, and if they could not 
bo sold — ho did not altogether approve of 
soiling — might bo loaacd, and a solid cause- 
way built in place of the rickety old wooden 
bridge. He felt proud of the isolation hoa- 
pital, hut thought it was positively cruel in 
these bud limes to make tho people pay for 
it all thia year in place of spreading it over 
twenty years, ilo did Bot object lo the 
taxation becuiac it was too high, but 1)0- 
oaUBO it waa 'A-rongly imposed ; ho would 
put it all on the land. (.Applause.) If 
eleoted Mayor, and ho cxpecied to be found 
at tho top of tnu list on the lltli, ho would 
do his beat for the city. (Applause. ) 

Aid. Baker was called on by the audience, 
and, taking tho platform, spoke iu defence 
of tho surface drains, which had been con- 
demned by Mr. TVaguo aa useleaa. Without 
desiring to rellect on the commissionera, he 
would say that tho sewers of tho city had 
cost a greut deal more than thoy should 
have, aa in surface drains nearly as many 
lineal feet had been kid for $125,000 aa 
there had been laid In sewers for $300,000, 
and ho maintained that the work was ac- 
tually greater in tho case of the Surface 
draina. (Applause) There wore eonie 
thing!! In tho citizen's platform with which 
ho did not agree ; ouo of these was the 
propo.sition to prevent house connections 
with surface drains runniug into tho har- 
bor btfore the sewer.s are laid. He disagreed 
with the |)roposition to appoint conimisaion- 
era, or to employ any expensive stall to use 
up tho money. If thu public worka wero 
to bo carried on by commiaaioners then tho 
council should bo dono away with alto- 
gether. He agreed with Mr. Teaguo 
that (he walenvorka at Klk lake 
had been thaintfully neglected and that 
there waa water enough there for a jiopu- 
lution of 100,0 JO, He waa opposed to part- 
ing with tho chctric lighting station now 
operated by tho city ; ulao to the compul- 
sory feooing of vacant lota, and cutting 
down thiatlea in tho city at the public ex- 
penso while in tho country adjoining they 
wero allowed to flourish. Aa to tho Coun- 
cil of 1891!, ho agreed with a writer in the 
paper that it was a one-man Council — the 
Mayor had run the whole thing. His 
Worship spoke of a board of health, bat he 
was himself the whole sanitary committee, 
and tho water committee also, and it was 
his intention to buy a farm out of the health 
board funds (laughter) if the Couucil had 
not Kt last interfered. During the last four 
montha ho (Aid. Baker) had mado a propo- 
sition to purohsse the scows for taking tho 
garbage to sea, which would havo saved tho 
city $23 a day, bub the Couucil refused. Ho 
would say nothing more about tho Mayor, 
who, ho saw, was looking rather fiercely at 
him (laughter), and by general report did 
not like him very much.

Aid. Bukor in reply said ho hud not, 
Before he resigned his seat ho drew $50 for 
tho firat three months, but ho refused tho 
chciiuo of $100 for tho next threo after tho 
increase, ua ho would not aecopt more than 
$50. Tho other day, in order to allow tho 
Treasurer to stiaighten out hia books, ho 
had takon a check for $87.75, which, with 
tho $50 before received waa all ho hud 
drawn, as ho had paid $50 for rosigaiug his 
scat.

A Mob in Sicily Set Five, to PnbUc 
Buildingra aiid Defy the 
Soldiers. 



To Quiet tlio Poiiuliico the Council of 
Syracuse Heiimve the 
Wheat Tax. 



Rome, Jan. — Diapatclioa received from 
Sioily yesterday show that the anti-tax 
movement haa made Rrcut progress in the 
province of Trapani. Several days ago the 
diaoontent in Ciimpo BoUo, a town of 0,000 
iahabitunta, near Trapani city, has baoome 
80 threatening that the town oounoi 
passed a resjlution abolishing the wheat 
ootroi. As a protest against this aotion the 
mlUers refnaed to rednoe ihe price of flour, 
and the bakers announoo an increase in the 
price of bread. Wlien these measures be- 
came known, yesterday moruinK, about a 
thousand men and fifty or more women of 
the working class gathered from the town 
and surrounding country and. began march- 
ing through the streets. The police who 
tried to disperse them were put to flight. 
Xhe rioters set fire to all the 
■-.public'' buildings except .the town hall. 
From these bnildinga the fire spread to the 
'near.by private houses. \V hile a large dis- 
trict was in fljimes the mob left the owners 
and ofiBoials' alone to fight the fire, marched 
to the prison and tooli it by storm. ' AH 
the prisoners were liberated. The soldiers 
' who had been confined in iheir barracks in 
the registration bureau were driven out by 
the fire, which had been started by a work- 
iDgman before the. course of the mob was re- 
ported to the commander. When bro ight 
• out to BAVO from deatruotiou what wiia left 
of the town, the soldiers were exceedingly 
forbearing, 'i'hey forced back the mob 
slowly at the point of the bayonet and at no 
time tired. Nearly a third of the town is 
now in ruins. Many families that were 
burned out walked the streets all last 
night. 

I'ho whole town looks as if it had suf- 
fered from a bombardment. Among the 
buildings destroyed were the mill and every 
miller's house in the place. At Salemi, a 
town of 15 000 inhabitants, in tlie same dis- 
trict aa Campo Bello, tirea were started by 
anti-tax moba before dark yesterday, and 
half a dozen buildings were burned by 9 
o'clock. The fires wore set by the rioters 
in several smaller towns alno, and in the 
early evening whole districts seemed ablaze. 
The troops, although repeatedly provoked 
liy tho rioters in Salemi, did not fire, and 
several rioters were arrested after a strug- 
gle. A private was shot in the cheek. At 
Pietra Perzia, a town of 11,000 inhabitants, 
near Caltanisetta, an anti-tax mob aet fire 
to three public buildings, and tried to get 
at the rest ; but was prevented by tho 

'troops, who had been called out to protect 
them. . The rioters made such determined 
attacks on the military in their 'efforts to 

'reach' the buildlDgs that eventuially the order 
to fire . was given. Five were killed and 
- many were wounded by the first Tolley. A 
second volley fired over the heads of the 
rioters was followed quickly by the disso 
lution of the mob. The Town Council in 
Marinco, near Palermo, abolished th 
wheat octroi on Saturday, but the millers 
and bd.kers, like those in f'ampo Bello, re 
fused to reduce their prices. The people 
rose yesterday and tried to destroy tho 
town buildings, but were driven off by the 
troods after several stubborn fights, 
which three rioters were killed and several 
more were wounded. The troops continued 
to guard tho houses of tho millers and 
bakara and public huildiuga throughout the 
nitjht. 

The communal councillora of Syracuse 
have taken steps to quiet the populace by 
retnoving the wheat tax. The announcement 
of this policy, yesterday morning, was re 
oeived with joy throughout the city, and 
the Governor was received with tre- 
mendous enthusiasm when ho 
tered the theatre lost evening. Tho 
dispatch from Trapani giving details 
of the riots in Campo Beilo arrived during a 
cabinet council this morning. They were 
read first by Premier CrtspT) who at once 
communicated them to his colleagues. All 
the ministers pronounced the situation in 
Sicily to be graver than at any previous 
period. Several ipinisters expressed the 
opinion that the communal councils, whose 
bad adrrinistration has caused tho disorder, 
ought to be dissolved by the Government. 
The appe.il of tho military coniniunder of 
the is-lmd to llie patriotisin of the people i 
coiiaidered in the miniatry, as well a 
oinong the people at large, to be proof of 
the desperate condition of Sicilian alfiirs

San Franoifco Bulletin : The steamer 
Montserrat, Captain Blockburn, has arrived 
from Nanaimo loaded with coal for .John 
Roaeufeld'a Sons. On Ihe deck of the ves- 
sel wore three of the largest blocks of Now 
Wellington coal that have ever been landed 
here. They are from tho mines in Nanaimo 
operated by Roaenfeld's Sons, and will be 
placed on exhibition at the Midwinter Fair. 
Unloading the blocks from the steamer at- 
tracted a great deal of attention on the 
water front. 

Sampson Gotholtz, a Slippery Rock 
Ponnaylvenia farmer, thought to surprise 
his family Christmas eve by sliding down 
the old-fashioned chimney and impersonating 
Santa Claus. Ho made the paaaago uU right 
until he reached the centre of the chimney, 
where he stuck fast. Getholtz yelled for 
aid. Members of the family did not recog- 
nize his smothered voice and ran from the 
house terror stricken. Neighbors were 
summoned and after much difficulty 
Oetholtis made himself known. The chimney 
was torn down level with the roof, a rope 
was lowered and by the united efforts of 
three men Getholtz waa pulled out. 

There is one country in Europe at any 
rate where tho Silvntion Army haa until 
now been unable to aeuuru a foothold — 
numely, Russia, and so anxioua are the 
Muscovite authoritiea to keep it out that 
they objiict even to any one bearing the 
niimo ot linoth entering tho dominiona of the 
Czir. An illuatrution thereof is fiirniahed 
by the letter which a well known ICngliah 
limber merchant haa addrepaed to the Lon- 
don Timea. It seenia that on reaching tho 
Kuaaian frontier at Kyiltkuhncn, he was in- 
formed that uolwithatandirig the paaaport 
with which he had been furniahed by tho 
Kngliah foreign olliee, duly viaed by tho 
Russian atnbaaaador in London, ho could 
not be allowed to enter tho land of the Czar, 
iofctructions to that eirecb having boon re- 
ceived from St. Petersburg. He thereupon 
proceeded to other frontier towns, but still 
the same impassable barrier blocked his 
path. It was only on his return that the 
reason for this attitude on the part of the 
Russian authorities was explained. It 
seems that the name of the merchant was 
Booth, and it had been assumed that he was 
either a relative or a disciple of the " Gen- 
oral." 

Church Times (London) : Tho Canadian 
Church Union held its "iirst anniversary," 
or rather inaugural lu.rvicoB, on Ali .Saints' 
Day and the 'I hutsd-iy following, at St. 
Matthew's, Hamillon. On Wediieaday

them. 



HAW An AT WASHINGTON. 

The Subject Before the foreign Belatlons 
Committee of the Senate. 

WAsniNOTOS, D. 0., Jan. 3.— Tho 
Senate's Foreign Relations committee inves- 
tigating tho Hawaiian matter met ogain 
to-day. Profeaaor Alexander was the only 
witness btforo it. Ho discussed pointa of 
international law and drew comparisons, 
cited precedents and condemned tho report 
of Mr. Blount as being based upon false 
premises, supported only by exparto evi- 
dence, which misrepresented oud distorted 
the actual facts. It is said tho professor 
testified that Commissioner lUount called on 
him for information concerning Iho islands, 
and while he incorporated some of tliis in- 
formation in his report ho aupproaaed nearly 
everything of value. Blount carefully con- 
cealed tho real object of his dealinga with 
tho representatives of tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment. Professor Alexander supported 
and endorsed tho statements made in an 
open letter of Minister Thurstou and denied 
the accuracy of Blount's report. Witness 
declared tho American troops took no part 
in the overthrowing of tho Queen, \Vhile 
questioning tho honoaty of tho President's 
comniissioDor, Alexander condemned his 
methods of pursuing the investigation, ua 
being similar to those of a prosccutiug attor- 
ney. The correspondence would show that 
Blount had prejudiced the casb from tho 
outset. 

P. C. Jones gave the committee, as -a 
friend of the ProvisionalGovernment, a com- 
plete history of the events that led up to 
the deposition of the Queen. Mr^ Jones 
was Minister of Finance in the so-called 
Wiloox cabinet from Kovember, 1892, nntil 
the following Jannary.. He', had always 
been an annexationist, and waa a member 
of the committee of safety and a member of 
the first cabinet, holding the portfolio of 
finance. He was before the committee a 
long time, and was followed by Colonel 
Spaulding, ex-United States consul at 
Honolulu, one of tho wealthiest men of the 
islands, and alao on tho committee of safety. 
He is an ardent annexationist, and speak- 
ing of the condition of things on tho islands 
in general, and with special reference to 
the labor Jiroblem if the islands were 
made part of tho United States, 
said the coolie labor problem could 
easily be settled. ^Vitnea^ diaputcd the 
Btatements of .Mr. Blount in regard to the 
feelings of tho people towards annexation, 
and directly contradicted him as to tho facta 
relative to the overthrow of the (jueen, 
slating that tho conduct of Mr. Stevens 
waa not ceiiEurable and that America uoidd 
preserve the poaco uud protect Americans. 
, Tho House set apart next. Friday and 
Saturday for the consideration of the 
Hawaiian report. 

A resolution waa ofTercd by Mr. Fryo and 
laid on the table, declaring that during the 
investigation of Hawaiian aflaira them 
should be no intcrterenco on tho part of the 
Dovernment for the restoration of the 
Quoen or the maintenance of the Provisional 
Oovernmedt, and oar naval forces there 
should be used only for the protection of tho 
lives and property of American citizens.

VICTORIA COLLEGE. 

Tho annual roporta of Victoria College, 
with tabulated liats of tho results of the re- 
cent examinations, are isaucd this morniug, 
Principal Church in hia report, after cou 
graiuUtiug both masters and students on 
tho retults of their recent work, remarks 
that the past year has been one of steady 
and uninterrupted progress for tho College. 
Notwithstanding tho increase in numbers 
and the gradual raising of tho educational 
standard in tho upper forms,^ there li&s still 
been a distinct advance in Uvo, at least, of 
tho six groups of tho curriouhini. Wo&l 
clearly is this the case in Group HI, 
"Language," in wliich tho more diflicult 
aurhura in French and L'itin are now in- 
telligently reail;— iuGroupIV, "Elementary 
Science," where the average in Class I, in 
ajtrnnoMiy, physiography and physiology is 
neatly 7.'> per cent,, and in geoloijy, zoology 
and botany, over GO per cent. Again, in 
Group VI, "Art," considerable improve- 
ment is shown, in tho branches of map, free- 
hand ond model drawing. Regret is 
expressed that tho English Composit- 
ion papers show a lower average than last 
term; an essay " describing some mechani- 
cal invention "■ ought not to have proved 
difiicalt to a moderately intelligent youth. 
Turning from the mental to the physical 
side of education, Mr. J. St. Clair la con- 
gratulated on the excellent progress the atu- 
donta have made since last report, notalonie 
in swimnung and drill, but alao in many 
other forms of physical exercise. The first 
and second cricket and football teams of 
1S03 deserve praise, both for their many 
victories and few defeats. The third and 
fourth elevens already give promise ot be- 
coming useful teams in tho future. During 
tho paat year old " Corrig " boys fiavo been 
doing well. This is particularly true of 
Mocdonald, at Cambridge, DuiiHmnir, at 
Malvern; Green, at Bedfon'l; lOarle, at 
Leland-Stanford; and I'einbertjn, major and 
minor; both of whom have ijnim.'d prizes 
and distinoton ut University CoUogo Loudon.

A comfortable little bod can bo made 
for n young baby by taking a common 
clothesbasket, either oval or square. 
For tho materials to trim it with get ei- 
ther wbit(; scrim fir swiss, two rolls of 
cotti/u b.atting, silesia for the lining, 
laco and insertion for tho rulUo and a 
few yards of ribbon for the handles. 
First tako batting and tack with a nee- 
dle and thread evenly on tho sides and 
bottom of tho basket, using plenty, so 
that it will bo warm auil soft. Then 
baste on tho sateen ; over the sides and 
bottom make a deep rufllo of satoon, 
reaeliing from edgo of baslfct to tho 
floor, lii'iaming or pinking the edge. 
For till) outside cover tho bottom with 
tho Swiss or wliatover material is pre- 
ferred, then nieasuro tho sides of tho 
basket .tnd gtither a piece tho required 
depth, fulling it on around tho basket. 
Over the sateen rufllo make tho swiss 
rufllo either plain or ■\\'ith jnst a laco

Mayor Beaven, coming forward again, 
said he wished to correct tho incorrect 
statement made by Aid. halior, that ho 
wished to buy a farm out of the bcaltli 
fund. Ho explained that at the Buggeutioti 
of the medical men of tho city tho Isolation 
Hospital was put at tho front instead of at 
tho rear of tho site purchased for it, and 
this change made it advisable tliat tliroo 
acres — not u farm — adjoining should 
be bought, oud ho was deputed 
to find out at what rat-o it could be secured 
— or rather ot what rate the city could 
secure six aoros, which the board preferred 
to buy rather than tliree, He found, that 
tho owner was uot willing to sell anything 
leas than the whole eleven acres in his 
property, and the board then authorized 
him to offer $10,000 for it. He did so. The 
action was nob taken at his instigation, 
and he claimed no credit and should have 
no blame for it. The purohaso was not 
made, and the money is now in the bank. 
This was the whole foundation for the aaser- 
tion made by Aid, Baker that be intended 
to buy a farm. (Laughter.) Tho whole 
ground of Aid. Baker's oppoaition to him 
was that His Worship stopped his little 
buaincBs of supplying bricks to the oontrao. 
tors. Ho saw no reason why the city 
should pay $1,000 more to Me. Macdonald 
than another contractor would do the work 
for, becauao ho was going to buy his bricks 
from Mr. Biker, who, until that time, had 
had not a word to say agaiust the Mayor. 

Aid. llaker, iu reply, said ho never ao. 
cusad tho Mayor of wishing to buy a farm, 
but said apoition of a farm. 

Several voices — " Yi>u did siiy a farm." 

Aid. Baker, coutiiming, Haiti tho Mayor 
had allowed two other mendieruof tho Conii- 
cil, who were liia bowers, to help themselve.a 
during the year by supplying cootruclora 
and otherwise. 

Aid. 15riigg ni xt spoke, and he dealt prin- 
cipally with the proposed purchase of the 
eleven acres adjoining tho Isolation hospital, 
which tho speaker took credit for having 
stopped. He waa sorry tho Mayor had not 
gone more fully into matters of loc;d iiniior- 
tanoe— tho sewerage for instance. I'his 
waa one of the first, things whicli tho 
now Council should take up, wip- 
ing out the one man power and rquallv 
shouldorioa tho reaponaibility ot the muni- 
cipal government. Ho invited tho audience 
to come to Spring Ridge the next evening, 
when he intended to speak at greater length. 

Mr. C. E. Redfern asked, in view of tho 
statement by Aid. Bragg that the one man 
power must bo wiped out, if ho knew of any 
instanco whero tho Mayor had exceeded tho 
powers conferred upon him by tho Municipal 
Act, and if so, why the Council had not 
stopped him 2 ' 

Aid. Bragg replied that unfortunately the 
Mayor had managed in every instance to 
havo tho majority of the Gonnoil to back 
him up. (Laughter and cheers.) It was an 
Impossibility to pass anything in Council 
against the Mayor, beoauae he was an ex- 
pert in technicalities, (Renewed laughter.) 

Mr. Redfern renewed his question, asking 
for "yea" or "no" as an answer. 

Aid. Bragg replied that he did not know 
whether it waa against tho Municipal Act 
or not, but he did know that the Mayor hid 
neglected to read to the Council many of 
the communications sent to him. He waa 
about to proceed, but tho audience called 
" Sit down, ait down," and atamped upon 
the floor until he retired. In tho mean- 
time Mr. Kedfern had also taken the plat- 
form, but the crowd would not hear him or 
the chairman, and would not bo quieted 
until Aid. Robertson came forward and ex- 
plained that Jlr. Kedfern only wanted an 
anawer ond did not wish to make a apeech. 
Then they cjlled vociferously for Alii. 
Ro'uerlaou, Out iur. Redfern stuck to tin; 
platform, and at length waa allowed to 
again ask hia question. 

Aid. t^ragg answered that the Mayor aa 
the father of the Mnnioipal Aob was best 
qualified to answer the Question, 

Aid. Robertson then oama forward but 
said that as he did not intend to be a candi- 
date again he would cut his remarks short. 
He wished to deal particularly with the 
sewerage, and to ask the public to be sure, 
from tho evidence of some com- 
petent engineer, that the present 
system is a good one before it is carried out. 
lie favored perfecting tho Klk lal;o water 
supply rather than tho purchase, at an im- 
mense expense, of a half interest in the 
Goldatream water, of which the city had 
no doubt been deprived by people who ex- 
pected they would miko a good haul. 
After tho tine explanation the .Mayor bad 
given, the audience ought to bo satislied 
thiit "everything is lovely and the goose 
lianga high." Ho was sorry that the .Mayor 
had punished the North ward because he 
had fallen out with Aid. Hakcr, who ho 
thought had broken tho act without any 
intention. It waa eonicthing like his own 
case, where it turned out that because of u 
technicality lie (Aid. Robertson) hail sat 
three years in tho Council without being 
properly ijualitied. Ho had tho property, 
but had ucglected to have it registered, 
and a man who had something against him 
found this out just at the end of tho three 
years. He thought tho Mayor waa lacking 
obiefiy in tact, and fihovild help tho Council 
instead of snapping them up when they 
happened to go wrong, Ili.f only advice to 
the public would bo to vote on jioUing day 
for whoever is, in their opinion, tho best 
man. 

Aid. Munn said he would not go into de- 
tails, owing to the latencoa of the hour, but 
would say that he thought tho present 
council had worked for the general good of 
the city. There had been unfortunate dif- 
ferences between the M^yor and aldermen, 
but these occurred in all cities and always 
would occur. la Victoria there was really 
no occasion for the (juanela. Aid. Baker, 
he cnnnidered, wum an fjooil a man aa could 
bo found for chairman of the street coin, 
nultee; tho Mayor as a liimncier could not 
be Biirpanted. Not witbatanding tho do- 
pressioH of tho past two years there had 
br.en tho enormoiia amount of 5100,000 spent 
for special purposes which could not bo 
neglected, and it was no wonder, 
therefore, that there waa not 
all tho money required for tho 
Btreota. In this connection he advocated 
wider tirea than those uaed at jjresent, no 
that the streets would not bo ao much out 
up. He thought the all important subject for 
next year was that the sewers should be con 



Btruoted, and ho thought it would not bo a 
bad thing if the city were fort)i(idcn for thu 
next few yearu to borrow fur other thau 
sewering, street paving and improving the 
water supply. Ho ixpeoted lo bo again a 
cai'-didatf in hia ward (applause), for ho 
felt that a nn.u liaving been in thooLRce was 
in a batter jiositioii to carry on the work 
than ooo who hud not. Il.i know he had 
mode mb^takca which, with his present ex- 
perience, wouM not bo repented, and thia 
wan no doubt, tho case with other inembera. 

A voice — Am you in favor of ubuliuhing 
tho taxea on improvementa. 

Aid. Muiui— Certainly ; I have alwaya 
oppoBcd that tax. 

Tho Mayor, in explanation of a referenca 
made by Aid. Bragg, declared that ho had 
never suppressed any communication which 
should httvo been read to tho Council, and 
this matter had not long ago been fully ex- 
plained at a public meeting of tho board. 

Aid, Robertson asked the Mayor to state 
why thero is not a sanitary oommitteo. 

Mayor Beaven replied that sanitary mat- 
era were by the statute placed in the hands 
of the Board of Health. .As to the water- 
works, they were in tho hands of oommis- 
sionecs. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman was put 
to the meetiog by the Mayor and carried 

amidst applause, . ' 

Tho chairnum, speaking in aoKuowIedg- 
mcnt, said be hoped the Council of 1804 
would take steps to provide a home for 
aged women, in addition to that maintained 
for aged men. 

The meeting dispersed at 11 p m. 

MUNICIPAL, 

To TiiK lC:ilTiijL ; — Many yeara ago states- 
men conceived tiio idea of giving coinnuuii- 
ties control over their own innnediato local 
all'airs, and accordingly instituted what ia 
known iu this part of the world as. muui- 
cipalitiea or corporations, with powers to 
elect legislative and executive bodies 
to attend to and carry out such acta 
and works aa ahall be in tho gen- 
eral intoreat. With thia undoratanding 
it behooves every citizen ot the city 
of Victoria, who haa a voice in tho 
selection of representatives in the umnicipal 
couuoil, to ounaider well who are best 
adapted to do justice to all. I ur.i aware 
that a candidate's ability or trustworthiness 
ia u matter of opinion ; but what I com- 
plain of ia tho indifference, or more properly 
supinunees, that seems to exist in this com- 
munity as to who shall be sent 
to the municipal oonnoil. From 
an exporionoa covering a number of 
years 1 find that but few of the men of 
largo interests will care to take tho trouble 
to assist in the good government of tho 
city ; would this bo so i! they wore mom- 
bera of a private corporation '/ I think not. 
Then why should they exhibit such an ab- 
solute lack of interest when tho welfaro ot 
the particular part of tho countiy in which 
they have their homes and their property is 
at stake? Inasmuch as next Monday will 
be nomination day for candidates for muni- 
cipal honors, it strikes me aa extraordinary 
that ao little interest ia taken in auoh mat- 
tera. It is not dillicult to explain why our 
fair city ia enjoying that splendid ! condition 
of incrtueaa which makes a greater impres. 
aion upon strangers than tho natural beauty 
of the locality itself. Now-a-daya visitors 
are comparing us with the city of Vancou 
ver, with tho comparison against us, 
This ia not as it should be,aa we have every 
thing in our favor to enable us to maintain 
in the future, as in the past, the lead in pro. 
gross. But few will deny that opportunities 
have been lost whereby Victoria could have 
retained a greater lead over all other British 
Columbia cities than is now her portion. 
Therefore, let the electors of ihU city send 
auch men to the Council as will work with a 
single eye toward its advancement. For, 
depoLil upon it, if active stops are not takon 
in civic ailairs to make thia city as desirable 
a place to live in aa nature in her bounty in 
tended, ita inhabitanta will have to endure 
the disadvantagea of residing, from a I'ro- 
vincial standpoint, in a second class city.
